Driving hard and 
pressing tlie winner elosely eame Sjnir and dirs-etly 
behind the pair, also showing a sterling effort, 
eame Tieket, a stable-mate to Koamer, whieii had 
lieeii added immediately after the hard rain had 
converted tile course from ligiitining fust to a 
^oggy strip. Far in the distance and thoroughiy 
Iwuten, <-ame the western maiiista.v and favorite 
in tile race. Old Kosebnd. He had ftdlowed Koamer 
and Ticket under choking restraint and flattered 
his Kiipimrters momentarily, wlien he moved iii) at 
the last turn as if alsait to pass Koamer, but lost 
ground fast during the stretch siirint, the weiglit 
ami restraining tactics, seemingly lieing his un- 
doing. 

He was ae<-orded 
a big ovation on his return to the scales. The horse

Baron E. de Rothschild and W. K. Vanderbilt 
Leading the Winning Owners — Autumn Racing. 



The “.Tooke.y” has compiled statistics of the cliief 
winning owners, breeders, jo<'keys and sirt's during 
tlie Cliantilly gatlierings, giving first and second 
honors on tlie flat to Baron E. de Rotlischild and 
W. K. Vanderbilt in tlieir dual capacity as owners 
and breeders, wliile the defeat of Aiken in the 
Prix de I’Elevage on tlie last day at Cliantilly did 
not prevent Maintenon, Mr. Vanderbilt’s Derby 
winner, from taking bis place at tiie liead of the 
list of vyinning sires. Maintenon lias shown him- 
self a first-<-las8 sire and he is followed on the 
winning list b.v the offspring of Sans Souci, Rabe- 
lais, Sea Sick. Sly F'ox and Macdonald. O’Neill, 
wlio is eertainl.v one of tlie best jockeys America 
has sent ns, takes pride of place among riders on 
the flat, followed by McGee, who liolds a retainer 
for Baron E. de Rotliscliild. maintaining the same 
order ns tlnit registered last year as the result 
of tiie “test” gatherings iield in France. Cross- 
country racing at Cliantilly, wliich recalled the 
old days in the sixties, when a liurdle race con- 
cluded the meetings, gives a prominent position 
to the colors of .M. Wnttinne, one of tlie leading 
manufacturers In tlie Lille district, now occupied 
li.v tlie Huns. M. Wattinne lias followed racing for 
some time and Iwm'ii known in the snles-yard as 
well as in the paddock as a buyer of bloodstock. 
He secured fnmi the stud of the late M. Gaston- 
Dreyfns, renowned for his cross-country performers 
as the progeny of St. Damien. Vieil ' Homme, by 
Gorges or Cliesterfield — Veneration. The old geld- 
ing, earefully prepared b.v William Flatman. has. 
adding otlier successes, placed him at the top of 
tlie list for the jumping teats at Chantilly. The 
‘illegitiinate” sport is worthy of every encourage- 
ment, as, with the trotting “tests” on the point of 
being organized, they will offer an excellent oppor- 
tunity for the officials of the remount to renew 
tlie purcliaae of horses for military purposes and 
respond to the reiiuirements of the cavalry and 
artillery. 

Autumn Racing Prospects. 

Wo are in the midst of war, and tliough wo have, 
pi'rhaps, many pessimists among us we are free 
from faddists and the Clieiiiiu de For du Nord, 
tiie best managed line in France, notwithstanding 
that it is the main artery of communication lie- 
tween Paris and the iiortliwestern fronts, has had 
no difficulty in finding means of transiiorting 
liorses from Cliantilly to Maisons-Laffitte. ‘From 
IMTSonal experience, I may add tliat England holds 
the unenviahle monoiioly of such a station as t^am- 
bridge, wliicli must lie as bad as the maze at 
Hampton (!onrt for the foreigner. From Paris we 
liave been carried backwards and forwards to the 
French Newmarket in ri’cord time and have heard 
nothing of the sliortage of oats, so much dreaded 
on tlie other side of tlie water. All goes well and 
smootlily. So much so, indeed, that the Societe 
d’Eiicoiiragenient or French .Tockey Club is casting 
about for ways and means to institute an autumn 
campaign for tlie month of September. The Jockey 
Club has secured the eo-operution of the Steeple- 
chase Society, whicli has voted a credit of 6,0()0 
IKiuiids to promote cross-country gatherings, which 
will probably b»‘ carried on under new rules, ex- 
cluding comiietitoi-s over five years old. The 
remount ma.v find plenty of opportunities for se- 
lecting the class of horse they are open to purchase 
as army remounts. Tlie necessity of racing and 
plenty of racing, is admitted over here, not only 
for the revival of a drooping national industry. 
It is whispered among breeders that race societies 
will bring iiefore tlie government buyers tlie typi' 
of horse which experience has shown is most 
adaptable for army imrposes. and give the clue to 
the restrictions recently issued by tiie minister of 
agriculture against further purchases In'ing made 
officially at tlie moment. The French war cabinet 
swms to liave a good grasp of tlie liorse in ques- 
tion, and to apiir<'ciute the services rendered by 
breeding and racing, so that seemingly tlie only 
question left oi»en in the nione.v difficulty, which 
must arise when the reserves of the racing soideties 
have become exhausted. — Paris letter to London 
Sportsman.

THE JOCKEY CLUB. 

In races of intermediate lengths, the weights for 
the shorter distance shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for three-year-olds, or four- 
year-olds, tlie weight shall be 126 pounds, and for 
two-year-olds, 122 iiounds. 

Except in handicaps and in races where the con- 
ditions expressly state to the contrary, fillies two 
years old shall be allowed three pounds and mares 
three years old and upwurd shall be allowed five 
pounds before September 1 and three pounds there- 
after. 

Welter weiglits shall be 28 pounds added to the 
weight-for-uge. In heavy handicaps the top weiglit 
shall uot be less than 140 pounds. In all liundicaps 
when the added money exceeds $600, the top weight 
shall uot be less than 126 pounds. 

KENTUCKY STATE RACING COMMISSION. 

In races of intermediate lengths, the weights for 
the shorter distania* shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for two-year-olds, 118 pounds 
shall be carried. 

In races exclusively for three-year-olds, 122 
pounds shall be carried. 

In heat races tliere shall be an allowance of five 
pounds from the scale of weights. 

B^xcept in handicaps, fillies two years old and 
geldings of ail ages shall be allowed tliree pounds. 

B'illies and mures three years old and upward 
shall lie allowed five iKiiinds before September 1 
and three ixiunds thereafter. 

ILLINOLS JOCKEY CLUB.
